Fiscal year 1998-99 was an 
exciting time in Lebanon Valley 
College history. National 
recognitions carried the college's 
name and reputation for excellence 
across the country, while a host of 
cultural events and educational 
outreaches brought the 
community to our door. Expansion 
of the campus physical plant 
continued with the development 
of a new residence hall and 
physical therapy center, facilities 
which will provide an atmosphere 
of living and learning for many 
generations to come. 

Recognitions 

U.S. News and World Report's 
12th Annual "America's Best 
Colleges" issue ranked LVC 
number six among the list of top 
10 regional liberal arts colleges in 
the North. The college jumped up 



two steps from the previous year's 
eighth place ranking. 

The National Science 
Foundation awarded a $73,000 
research grant to Dr. Carl Wigal, 
associate professor of chemistry, 
for his research to investigate new 
methodology aimed at the 
synthesis of quinone derivatives. 
Quinones, naturally occurring 
compounds found in all living 
systems, are essential to cellular 
respiration, photosynthesis and 
blood coagulation. 

Woodrow Wilson Visiting 
Fellows program brought to 
campus William Reese, chief 
operating officer of the 
International Youth Foundation. 
Reese spent a week with students 
and faculty discussing his work 
with the Peace Corps and Latin 
American affairs and development

With its arching 
red cedar entrance arbor, 
meticulous landscaping, flagstone 
patio, and babbling brook and 
waterfall, the garden continues to 
be a place of quiet contemplation 
for students. 

The music recording 
technology department established 
a partnership with Tascam which 
placed $40,000 worth of 
equipment in the MRT 
department and arranged 
internship opportunities for LVC 
students. The partnership enables 
students to work on state-of-the- 
art equipment and gives them the 
opportunity to gain invaluable on- 



the-job experience with Tascam. 
Tascam is a 2 5 -year-old 
international company, a pro audio 
division of TEAC in Japan with 
U.S. headquarters in Los Angeles. 

Hallmark Dining Services was 
included in Foodservice Director 
magazine's performance report for 
the 50 Top College Contractors. 
The honor recognized Hallmark, 
which joined LVC in 1989, for its 
fiscally responsible, top-quality 
program. During 1998, the staff 
served over 545,000 meals to LVC 
students. The only other 
Pennsylvania colleges to make the 
list were Grove City College, 
Lehigh University and the 
University of Pittsburgh.

New Construction 

It was a year of evolution for the 
college's physical plant. Ground 
was broken for the Heilman 
Center, the physical therapy (PT) 
program's home base. The 36,000- 
square-foot center boasts a sleek, 
contemporary design. The interior 
features a wellness pool where PT 
students will undergo aquatics 
education; two 2,500-square-foot 
classroom/laboratory suites 
featuring state-of-the-art audio/ 
visual equipment; a 1 ,000-square- 
foot resource/research center with 
computer terminals and library 
facilities; a conference room, offices 
and space for five classrooms. 

In order to accommodate the 
college's increasing enrollment, 
ground was also broken for a new 
residence hall. The three-story 
building features 14 suites, each 
consisting of two single rooms, 
one double room, a study and a 
bathroom. The first and second 
floors also contain a kitchen area 
and a lounge/lobby. The partial 
basement houses laundry facilities 
and storage areas. In a special 
homecoming weekend ceremony, 
the new residence hall was named 
in honor of Dr. George R. 
Marquette '48, a long-time 
member of the LVC community. 

Finishing touches were made 
to the new athletic complex, as the 
McGill Baseball Field welcomed 
its first season of play. Campus 
also welcomed feathered friends 
Bob and Judy, a pair of Australian 
black swans. The couple have 
made their home on the scenic 
lake area on the north end of 
campus.

The 1999 Founders Day 
celebration honored Miles J. 
Gibbons Jr., J. D., chief executive 
officer and president of The 
Whitaker Foundation. Upon 
receiving the award, Gibbons paid 
tribute to Miles Rigor and 
Thomas Rhys Vickroy, founders 
of Lebanon Valley College, 
adding, "In my opinion, it is 
founders of all types who are the 
backbone of this country."

Alumni returned to their alma 
mater for the annual golf 
tournament, dedication of McGill 
Baseball Field, a variety of 
educational offerings, a Caribbean 
cruise dinner dance and a 
champagne brunch. 

Cultural Events 

The 1998 Fall Perspectives Series, 
cyberwhat.lvc.edu, drew campus 
into the realm of cyberspace to 
explore the growing popularity of 
the Internet and the increasing 
importance of technology in our 
society. The 1999 Spring 
Humanities Colloquium, "Race 
Realities," brought racial issues 
close to home with a look at 
stereotypes and prejudices. This 
thought-provoking colloquium 
was so well received by the 
community that it garnered the 
Andrew E. Murray Peacemaking 
Award from the Synod of the 
Trinity, Presbyterian Church 
(U.S.A.).

Only once in Anne Brossman Sweigart s life did she ever 
consider leaving her community behind. "I had just 
graduated from Rider College," Sweigart, an honorary LVC 
trustee, explains. "I had a job interview in New York, but on 
graduation day my parents informed me I was going home to 
Ephrata. J was disappointed at the time because 1 had grand ideas about 
working in a big city, but I've never regretted that I didn't go. This 
community has been a major part of my life," 

And Sweigart, her family and rheir company, D&E Co m muni cations , have 
been a major part of the community'. Her late father, William R Brossmam 
founded the company as Denver and Ephrata Telephone and Telegraph Co. in 
191 1 with 100 customers. Today D&E offers a wide range of communications 
services to Over 100,000 customers in the central Pennsylvania region. 

Sweigart, president, chairman and CEO of the firm, has been a part of the 
company for 63 years. Her sister, Benha Brossman BUir (for whom LVCs 
Blair Music Center b named), spent 72 years there. She was the CEO at rhe 
cime of her death in 1985, 

Despite her busy work schedule, Sweigart also finds rime to play a very 
active role in the community as both a philanthropist and a member and leader 
in a variety of organizations. She has been on the board of the Ephrata 
Community Hospital for 40 years, is a charter member and former president of 
Soroptimists International, a past president of the American Legion Auxiliary 
(Unit 429), a board member and past secretary for the Guy K. Bard 
Educational Fund, past president of the Ephrata Women's Club, and is active 
in Holy Trinity Evangelical Lutheran Church, 

Tm very proud of the theaters we gave to the community/ 1 she stares 
"When I was growing up, we had two theaters in town and one was an 
especially beautiful theater — the old Ephrara Main Theater. 1 went to its 
opening in 193& However, through the years it was allowed to deteriorate and 
was in terrible condition, so D&E bought it, demolished it. and built a 
complex with two beautiful new theaters in its place/' 

Sweigart has also been involved with educational institutions in central 
Pennsylvania, including Lebanon Valley College. 'It's important that students 
in i his region have access to good schools," she states. "My family has always 
been very supportive of local education/'

Saunders serves as adviser and advocate m the College's 73 or so minority 
students, most of whom come here from foreign countries* helping them 
adjust ro small-campus^ small-town life, "Coming to college for the first time 
is a culture shot k (br anyone," Saunders explains, "but it's magnified when 
you're talking about minority students coming here from Washington or New 
York or Philadelphia. We help tttern find $ life nmsidt: ul their school work and 
show them rluu life m a cottage town isn't necessarily reality — the ehallen^ 

td help everyone in the community share experiences with someone outside 
of themselves, someone who doesn't look and ralk just like you do. Otherwise, 
when you kav nf re going to have a very rude awakening. 1 ' 

Saunders took up that challenge wholehearted ly in the spring semester of 
1999, when she chaired the col lege- wide collotpjium, "Race Realities," a series 
trf ki tores, plays, films and art exhibits that encouraged the college 
community to look at race-related polarities and dispel the myths chat went 
aMttg w i r hi rheni. 

From a screening of 'The Color of Fear, r followed by a three -hour- long 
discission kd by David Lee, one of the film's actors* to a performance by the 
Gospel Choir ol Harlem, the college community had the chance to look at 
racism head-on and think about the ways it plays out in American lite. "It 
allowed students to Speak out about what tluy were thinking and opened their 
eyes to things that were happening around rliem, Saunders explains, "Even in 
dus conservative environment, it opened the tfcxtfS to all types of things/' 

Saund rr. and her fellow colloquium committee members were awarded the 
Andrew E, Murray Peacemaking Award from the Synod of the Trinity, 
Presbyterian Church (LL3.A.), in recognition of their efforts. 

Race Realities, insists Saunders, 'was an enriching experience. It forced 
people to look outside themselves and ! ad soir horizons. In a place lik« 

chis, you wonder how controversial rhese ropics would be, but people came in 
with open arms. It built a sense ot 'community that — when you think about it 
— is really m keeping with Our motto: The truth shall set you free/ 
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To Dr. SalviiLLire CuUari. Lebanon Valley College ' is almost like a 
family reunion. Everybody is out doing their own thing, but 
whm we get together, u's really close an J friendly People 
genuinely cape a hour rah oil: 
Relationship!; between faculty and students are particularly 
close, according to Gillian — both in and outside the class room. Ir ^ not josc 
that we work on research together, " he states. "There's a whole social 
dimension. Our students call us at home, they babysit lor us, they share their 
dreams and their problems. And the relationship doesn't end when they 
graduate. Virtually every week alums drop by to tell us how they're doing in 
then- careers, who they re marrying, and how many kids they have. For many of 
them, Lebanon Valley is a prominent parr of their lives."

Cullari is particularly proud of his accomplishments because he comes from 
an Italian immigrant family, who arrived fo the LLS. in 1955 from Calabria, 
Italy when he was tour years old. 

"It was tough for us/' he recalls My richer didn't speak English and wasn't 
educated. He started with menial (obs T then worked in ! i at whatever 

jobs he could get, We struggled — we were poor. 

Cullari has nor Irbrgotren where he came from. Last year he set up the Canneio 
Cullari Scholarship Fund in honor df his father. He donates money from his 
paycheck each month to the fund which will provide sc holarships to Lebanon 
Valley students who are born outside tlie U.S. but who are naturalized citizens. 

"I wanted to set up something for immigrant students like myself who were 
born and raised in a different country,' he states. "My family and J struggled, 
and now f wimr to help others succeed I'm a product of the American Dte^ 
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he athletic community at Lebanon Valley College is one of the 
strongest that a visitor will find on campus. Bound together by 
the rigors of their sport and the time requirements necessary to 
excel on the field, the student-athletes are hard-working, 
committed and brimming with energy. In the center of that 
community you will find Serenity Roos '00. 

Roos, an elementary education major from Pottsville, Pennsylvania, began 
thinking about Lebanon Valley as a high school senior. **l came down for a 
visit," Roos recalls, "and I made my decision after two hours on campus* 
Everyone was really nice, and I liked everything about the campus," But she 
admits that the deciding factor was this: At Lebanon Valley, she would be able 
to play more than one sport* 

The indefatigable Roos has spetit three and a half years taking advantage of 
that opportunity by playing a trio of varsity sports: soccer, basketball and 
sofrball. 

But it is in basketball that Roos realty shines. As a guard, Roos is a team 
star, looking forward ro her final season at the Valley and hoping for a repeat of 
last year's fabulous finish. Under the direction of Coach Peg KaurTman, the 
Dutchwomen finished with 14 wins. "We made the MAC (Middle Atlantic 
Conference) playoffs for the first time in school history,*' Roos explains, "and 
rims was an awesome experience co be a part of." 

Roos has never been one to limit her conquests to the basketball court. She's 
a dynamo in the classroom as well, maintaining a near -perfect 3 9 GPA. 

'Tor the past three years, Tve had to get here before classes start for soccer, 
which leads right into basketball season. And the end of softball season is 
always somewhere around the end of the school year. So I'm always going — 
and Fve learned to be really organized/' 

Winning is always a thrill, but for Robs, the best part of athletics is just 
playing the game and being part of the team. "You learn how it is to work 
with other people to reach a goal." 

Roos, now a student teacher at Cedar Crest Middle School, is in charge of a 
team of sixth graders and well on the way to reaching her own goals. Sine 
credits her experience at Lebanon Valley with helping her get started. "What 1 
really like about Lebanon Valley is the sense of community you find here, * she 
says. "I see the example of my professors and my coaches — how they live and 
what they're doing in their lives. They're so willing ro help and give advice, 
and they're always generous with their time. My goal is to follow their
